Youth ‘Journey in Jesus’

SAN DIEGO — When 60 young 
- people gathered at Camp Pala Rey for 
a three-day retreat last month, they 
were challenged to. begin a life-long 
spiritual journey with Christ and His 
Church. 


The retreat is one of a series 
throughout the year offered in English 
and Spanish by the diocesan Office of 
Youth Ministries. Under the 
guidance of Father Robert White, 
youth ministries director, a team of 
high-school and college-age young 
people spend 10 weeks or more 
preparing their talks on Christ, the 
Church, faith and prayer which are 
given during each retreat. 


“THE WHOLE point is to 
challenge the young people to take a 
serious look at themselves and to ask 
serious questions,’’ said Father 
White. ‘‘There has to be good 
theology included in the talks, 
although not necessarily i in theological 
terms.”” ~ 


‘‘The job of the Church is to invite 
young people to participate in the life 
of the Church, *to draw them to the 
person of Jesus, to challenge them to 
be Catholic Christians,’’ said Father 
White. ‘‘They come in contact with so 
much garbage, but if you can get 
them to take a really serious look at 
Christ and the Church, I’m 
convinced that 99 percent of them 
who do will accept both.”’ 


-Father White has seen the lives of 
many young people “profoundly 
affected by their retreat experiences. 
‘The kids begin to see religion in a 
new light, espécially through sharing 
with their peers.

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Pope opens New Year 
with appeal for peace

VATICAN CITY (NC) — Pope 
John Paul II opened the New Year 
with a graphic description of the 
‘‘massive destruction’? which would 
be caused by any nuclear warfare and 
a renewed appeal for world peace. 

The pope’s Jan. 1 homily during a 
Mass in St. Peter’s Basilica marking 
the Feast of Mary, Mother of God, 
and the 15th World Day of Peace, was 
the highlight of a busy papal New 


~ Year’s schedule. 


POPE JOHN PAUL left the 
Vatican twice during the period, to 
celebrate a year-end Mass of 
Thanksgiving and dine with the 
Jesuits Dec. 31, and to visit an old 
friend at a Rome nursing home Jan. 
3. He also celebrated a funeral Mass 
at the Vatican Jan. 2 for Cardinal 
Franjo Seper. 


At the Jan. 1 Mass before more 
than 15,000 people, the 61-year-old 
pope took his campaign against 
nuclear arms a step further, personal- 
ly reading aloud lengthy sections of a 
recent report on the consequences of 
nuclear wariare prepared by the Pon- 


-tifical Academy of Sciences and 


presented to world leaders in mid- 
December. 


‘“Any nuclear war would inevitably 
cause death, disease and suffering of 
pandemic proportions and without 
the possibility of effective medical in- 
tervention,’’ Pope John Paul said. 
“The only hope for humanity is 
prevention of any form of nuclear

THE POPE’S homily during the 
two-hour Mass linked the birth of 
Christ and Mary’s ‘‘divine 
motherhood”’ to the theme chosen for 


the 1982 celebrations of World Peace

“The event at Bethlehem was link- 
ed, once and: for. always, with the 
message: ‘Glory to Ged in the highest 
and peace to all people on earth,’’” he 
said. ‘‘Peace, the gift of God, depends 
on the good will of men and women.”’ 


Pope John Paul’s New Year’s Eve 
included a traditional appointment at 
the Church of the Gesu in Rome’s 
historic center, a quick tour of a near- 
by exhibition of about 50 Christmas 
cribs and dinner with about 100 


members of the Jesuit community in 


Rome.

ROME (NC) —_ Yugoslavian 
Cardinal Franjo Seper, 76, whose job 
of overseeing theological orthodoxy 
during the post-Vatican II era 
brought him into conflict with such 
diverse personalities as Father Hans 
Kung and Archbishop Marcel 


Lefebvre, died in the early hours of 


Dec. 30. 


Cardinal Seper was named prefect 
of the doctrinal congregation in 1968 
after eight years as archbishop of 
Zagreb, Yugoslavia. He had been the 
administrator of the Zagreb 
Archdiocese since 1954 while 
Cardinal Aloysius Stepinac of Zagreb 
remained a virtual prisoner of the 
country’s Communist government. 


CARDINAL SEPER became one 
of the first non-Italians appointed by 
Pope Paul VI to a key post in the 
Roman Curia, the complex of offices 
and: tribunals which constitutes the 
Church’s central administration. The

REFUGEE ASSIST — 
Archbishop James F. Carney of 
Vancouver, British Columbia, has 
announced an archdiocesan program 
to assist Polish refugees, and. will 
provide beds for Polish sailors who 
have left. their ships and asked for 
political asylum in Canada.. 


‘AGAINST LAW’ — Archbishop 
Edward A. McCarthy of Miami and 
Msgr. Bryan Walsh, director of 
archdiocesan migration and refugee 
services, have challenged U.S. 
government detention of Haitians in 
the area. Protests, hunger strikes and 
demonstrations by the refugees have 
been a problem over the holidays, but 
the Reagan adminstration said its 
present policies with regard to the 
Haitians remains unchanged. 

NO JAIL — Archbishop Francis J. 
Hurley of Anchorage, Alaska, 
arranged for six Polish seamen who 
defected from their fishing vessel to be 
detained at Holy Spirit Retreat 
Center instead of in jail. A 1952 law 
requires detention of any alien 
without proper documents applying 
for asylum at seaports of entry. 

‘HOSTILITY’ SEEN — Seven 
members of the Cuban _ bishops’ 
conference expressed concern over 


increasing U.S. hostility toward 
Cuba. They said that ‘‘vaguely 
defined actions and _ threatening 


words...are always a risk in relations 
between states. The risk is even 
greater when it is powerful nations 
threatening smaller ones.”’

Bishops’ conference will 
resettle Polish refugees |

WASHINGTON (NC) — Polish 
refugees seeking asylum will bring a 
“breath of fresh air,’’ into the United 
States, according to John McCarthy, 
director of the U.S. Catholic 
Conference. Migration and Refugee 
Services (MRS). 


McCarthy said he believes the 


-Polish refugees, .with their strong 


work ethic and deep religious and 
cultural background, ‘‘will be helpful 
to our nation’’ and will ‘‘fit into the 
fabric of our society.”’ 


McCARTHY PLANS to go to 
Austria in mid-January to begin the 
work of resettling the nearly 60,000 
Polish refugees there. McCarthy said 
he expects that number to jump 
dramatically if the Polish government 
lifts its ban on traveling. 


Refugees who had already left 
Poland crowded into Austria at an 
“‘alarmingly chaotic’’ rate, McCarthy 
said, comparing the strain on that 
small European country to dropping 
over a million refugees in the United 
States at once. Many of those Poles in 
Austria are expected to be moved to 
Australia, Canada and other 
European countries as well as the 
United States, he said. 


The U.S. 1981 quota for Eastern 
European refugees was 9,000 but the 
MRS director said that could be 
raised in early 1982 to accommodate 
the increase. Catholic resettlement 
offices are gearing up to accept the 
additional people. 


CHURCHES, BISHOPS and 


Polish organizations have all offered 
to help, McCarthy said. ‘‘There’s 
been an explosion of raw goodness.”’ 


Resettlement efforts could be 
hindered by current economic 
problems in the United States but 
McCarthy pledged that MRS would 
not move Polish refugees into areas 
which have high unemployment rates. 


He said he foresees resettling 
refugees in Western and Sunbelt 
states. He also sees moving people 
into areas. which have large Polish- 
American communities, such as 
Chicago and parts of Michigan, “‘but 
not Detroit’’ where unemployment is 
extremely high. 


MRS _ works through local 
resettlement offices to find housing 
and employment. According to 
McCarthy the Catholic agency 
resettles from 60 to 70 percent of the 
refugees admitted by the U.S. 
government. 


RECENT U.S. experience with 
refugee resettlement has been marred 
by misunderstandings and violence. 
Cubans, many labeled: criminals in 
their homeland, were kept in U.S. 


-camps and prisons for long periods of 


time and several riots broke out.: 
Refugees from Haiti who have come 


- to the United States illegally also have 


been detained in camps where 


demonstrations have occurred. 

The Polish refugees, McCarthy 
said, ‘‘could be identified: as the 
Soviet Jews’’ of Catholicism.

something not to be hidden or 
ashamed of, but something that’s part 
of life. Some of them even start to take 
“Church more seriously than their 
parents.”’ 


- BUT THERE’S an unexpected 
problem in firing young people up 
during a retreat weekend. ‘‘They 
have to have something to-go back to 
in the parish,’’ he said. Expectations 
aroused must be met, and Father 
White feels that at least in ‘‘some 
parishes, there are a lot of good things 
going on, and the kids will find 
them.’’ 


Father White makes it a practice to 
inform each young person’s pastor (or 
the parish youth minister, if there. is 
one) that a retreat was made. The 
response from some pastors has been 
especially gratifying, he added: Msgr. 
Patrick O’ Neill of St. Columba sent a 
group of 15 young people on one 
retreat, and Msgr. William Bolger of 
St. Mary Magdalene attended one of 
the weekends along with some of his 
younger parishioners. 


A firm believer in young people, 
Father White is convinced that the 
key to a genuine spirituality and 
participation in the Church on their 
part is a real and personal experience 
of Christ, an experience which the 
Church must make available to them. 


CONCERNS THAT large 
numbers of Catholic youth were being 
lost to fundamentalist churches, their 
youth groups or other activities 
through their friends are not as 
worrisome now as they were only a 
few years ago, said Father White, 
although the problem still persists. 


‘‘Many kids who went over began

to realize that once the emotionalism 
is done with, we are the ones who give 
them something to hold on to,’’ he 
said. Parishes like Resurrection in 
Escondido, he added, have been 
particularly successful in meeting 
these needs. 


**As a diocese we have a healthy 
approach to our kids. There are a lot 
of people out there who are genuinely 
interested in them and who are 
showing them the meaning of Jesus 
and the meaning of love,”’ said Father 
White. ‘‘We may only be reaching a 
small number of kids in one sense, but 
then the Church may only reach a 
comparatively small number of 
adults, too.’’ 


WHILE RETREAT weekends are 
meant primarily as a faith experience, 


young people often have questions 
about sex and drugs, said Father 
White. ‘‘We don’t deal with these 
things as topics, but they often come 
up,’ said Father White. ‘‘If they ask 
they get the answers, and if they are 
involved in this behavior they begin to 
question what they’re doing where 
before they never did:’’ 


Retreat weekends sponsored by the 
diocese run from Friday evening to 
late Sunday, and include two Masses 
and the opportunity for confession 
and reconciliation along with the 
planned talks. The next ‘‘Journey’’ 
experience will take place next March 
12-14. The cost is $37.50, and Father 
White notes that if a young person 
wants to go but can’t afford it, ‘‘the 
money will come from somewhere.’’

The harassed Polish people 


Ever since the end of World War II, the people of Poland 
have strugged under a Communist dictatorship. 


Their faith and courage have enabled them to win a 
small measure of freedom. Their proud Catholic heritage, 
more than a thousand years old, serves as the bulwark of 
their faith.

He prophesied an age on earth when ‘‘great tyrants fall 
and meaner ones remain...As godless and more arrogant 
than they.’’ Y 


Did Ujejski know that Russia would dominate Poland 
(assisted by the intrigue of Franklin Roosevelt and Winston 
Churchill) and lead to the desolate time visited on that 
land? 

The sad events of the past few weeks not only touch all 
those of Polish descent, but all who love God, desire 


liberty, and want freedom for their brothers and sisters 
throughout the world. 


As President Reagan assured Pope John Paul II, the 


hearts of Americans go out to the people of Poland — but 
not to their government. 


The American government and its people have been 
greatly concerned over the food’ crisis in Poland. 


Catholic Relief Services has been helped — by the 
intervention of the President — to secure surplus food and 
dairy products to meet minimal needs of the 36 million 
Polish citizens enduring shortages of food and other vital 
supplies. 

President Reagan assures all of us that the U.S. stands 


ready to provide $200,000,000 in emergency supplies — if 
the political situation in Poland makes this feasible. 


We pray for the people of Poland that the present ordeal 
will soon pass. Over them — as poet Ujejski said — hangs 
‘*tremendous destiny.”’ 


We must all pray with them and for them. We must-all 
pray that the bloodshed we have read about is coming to an 
end. We must all pray that someday — in the near future 
— that freedom for which they thirst will be theirs. 


While we pray, we can also demonstrate our concrete 
concern by making contributions to the Catholic Relief 
Services, for the humanitarian relief of our suffering Polish 
brothers and sisters.

My Dear People of God: 


In this New Year 1982, we are reminded in the Scriptures of how the 
Holy Family was forced to emigrate from their native land because of the 
fear and hatred of King Herod. Nineteen hundred years later, families 
and individuals are still fleeing their homelands because of religious, 
political and other reasons. 


We wish to recognize the situation of people on the move — refugees, 
migrants, asylees or whatever their status. From January 4th to the 10th 
we will observe National Migration Week. I urge each parish and other 
religious institutions to pray for displaced, undocumented and homeless 
people in our culture as well as to organize some special event to call 
attention to the refugee/immigrants in our midst. 


Our religious heritage and our ethnic history as a nation supply 
motives for a generous response by U.S. Catholics to the problems of 
migrants. Justice and charity toward the newcomer in need are part of 
the gospel message: ‘‘I was a stranger and you welcomed me’’ (Mt. 
25:35). Our own forebears came from many lands, trusting in the 
fairness and generosity of those already here to sustain conditions in 
which they could seek better lives for themselves and their offspring. As 
heirs and beneficiaries of this legacy, we can do no less today. 


Our diocese, especially in San Diego County, has been a leader in the 
resettlement effort of the Indochinese and more recently of Cuban 
refugees. We have also assisted individuals from various countries of 
Eastern Europe, as well as people from Ethiopia, Iran, Afghanistan and 
other nations. In the early stages of the resettlement program, individual 
sponsors, groups and churches, adopted or sponsored many of the 
refugees. As the current administration continues its policy of federal 
fiscal restraint, those activities will once again be needed. 


At the national, state and local level, increased concern is being ex- 
pressed over the multiple needs of the new refugees to our land. The 
current recessionary economic situation has rekindled the historic ambi- 
valence of American policy and practice to refugee groups. 


Perhaps that ambivalence yields to hostility when instead of refugees 
we speak of undocumented workers. The Southwest region is particu- 
larly affected by economic refugees from Mexico and South American 
countries. Strong feeling, attitudes and thought prevail on both sides of 
the undocumented issues. In reality, we cannot deny our common 
heritage in humanity and in Christian faith, 


We need to promote dialogue and discussion on the issue of today’s 
refugee, documented or not, on the proposed national policy for immi- 
gration and on the current decision of a budgetary nature affecting 
resettlement efforts. We need to make our voice heard on behalf of the 
defenseless and voiceless migrants, the overworked immigration officers, 
the culturally isolated, the highly stressed border agent and anyone else 
in this web of confusion that is our current policy. 


Among the many activities that could be promoted during this week, I 


would recommend the following (your creativity can generate even more 
such actions): i 


A. Religious activities. 
1, Integrate some aspect of the National Migration Week theme 
(e.g. migrant workers, refugees, immigrants, etc.) with the theme 
of the Eucharist for the day. 


2. Prepare petitions for the general intercessions on the theme of 
National Migration Week. 


3. Develop'an Ecumenical Prayer Service on the theme. 


4. Promote an interreligious dialogue with representatives of ethnic 
religious groups in your parish/school/community. 


B. Other activities. 


1. Plan a parish or school seminar on the effects of change and 
mobility on daily life, with speakers who could discuss the stresses 
and benefits, spiritual and human, that confront people on the 
move. 


2. Invite a representative of a migrant labor camp to address a 
parish/school assembly. Use the occasion to develop strategies for 
ongoing support of the needs of the migrant workers. 

3. Hold an open house in the parish hall for newly-arrived families 
or individuals. 

4. Plan a potluck supper with parishioners bringing dishes repre- 
sentative of their ethnic heritage. 

5. Sponsor a seminar on the proposed revisions in current immi- 
gration policies. 

6. Promote individual, group or parish sponsorship of a refugee 
family. 


There are many things that can be done and many that need to be 
done. Whatever is done, let us remember — ‘‘Lord, when did we see 
you a stranger and not welcome you?...When you did not do it to one of 
these the least of mine, you did not do it to me!”

But: would it be wrong to 
suggest that there is an echo of the samé meanness in 
most of us — a response that perhaps we would not 
like to call a thrill?

or her ‘‘comeuppance’’ or to rather harshly tell a 
‘few home truths,’’ isn’t there a stirring of the 
“thrill of meanness’’? When we allow ourselves to 
become angry enough to indulge in verbal or 
physical violence, and admit to feeling better 
afterwards, might that not be at least a tingle, if not 
a thrill of meanness? 

Why do we seldom hear of a reference to the thrill 
of goodness? Why don’t we talk of the thrill of 
kindness or gentleness? Could it be that we view 
goodness in a rather negative way, say, as not being 
mean, not being unkind and so on, rather than as a 
positive, dynamic force, capable of transforming the 
world and the people in it? 


THE ‘“‘THRILL’’ OF meanness arises, I think, 
from the concept of power over other creatures. We 
can inflict pain, humiliation, even dismemberment 
and death on another person and gain the delusion 


of strength and power. But it is a delusion and its 


destruction is two-edged. If we truly understood the 
power of goodness and were less afraid to ally 
ourselves with it, the thrill would be not only real but 
life-giving.

Son mirrors the Father 


Jan. 10, 1982, Baptism of the Lord (Feast). 
Isaiah 42:1-4, 6-7; Acts 10:34-38; Mark 1:7-11. 

We begin the cycle of Ordinary Time again on 
Monday, and will continue with it until Ash 
Wednesday, which falls on Feb. 23. It will resume 
again on May 31, the Monday after Pentecost. We 
will read St. Mark’s Gospel on most Sundays 
throughout this coming year (Cycle ‘‘B’’), with the 
exception of Lent and Easter, when we will use St. 
John and St. Luke. 


Our reading from Isaiah is the first of the Songs of 
the Suffering Servant; whatever the immediate and 
original context of these passages, there can be no 
question that they are- fulfilled precisely in the 
person of Jesus of Nazareth. The words spoken from 
above during the baptism of Jesus are an echo of 
Isaiah’s prophecy. 

GOD’S SERVANT, upon whom He has poured 
His Spirit, will bring justice to the ends of the earth. 
The eyes of the blind shall be opened, freedom 
proclaimed to the captives, and the Servant himself 
will be a ‘‘covenant of the people.’’ Again we have 
the powerful contrast of darkness and light, the 
darkness of a sinful world awaiting judgment, the 
light of God’s grace bringing justice with it. 


The Suffering Servant gives us much to think 
about in our own lives: the disciple is not above the 
master, and in the pain and hardship each one of us 
must face, there is the option for redemption when 
we see in it our share of Jesus’ own way to the cross. 


Peter’s discourse to the household of Cornelius is 
the last one recorded by St. Luke in Acts. Preaching 
to a non-Jewish audience, Peter himself admits that 
he is beginning to see the universality of salvation 
brought to mankind in Jesus. God is not partial, and 
neither does He have favorites: Jew and Gentile 
alike have access to Him through the Son. 

THE GOSPEL MESSAGE is one of peace, and 
living the Gospel means to lead one’s own life in the 
perfect imitation of Christ. God was present in Jesus 


(He ‘‘anointed Him with the Holy Spirit and’ 


power’’), and in Jesus’ preaching, teaching and 
healing, the Father has completely revealed Himself. 
We have a picture of Jesus going ‘‘about doing 
works,’’ the very same obligation we incur by virtue 
of our own baptisms, which ‘are also anointings in 
the Spirit. Lest we forget, the Baptism of Jesus is not 
something which happened once and has no 
meaning for us today, but an imperative to action, to 
follow in His steps by the good we do to others. 


/ 


Mark’s description of Jesus’ baptism brings us 
face to face with the powerful figure of John the 
Baptizer. John baptized only with water as an 
outward sign of repentence and preparation for the 
revelation of God’s kingdom. Only later, after 
Pentecost, will baptism become a sacramental 
encounter with the risen Lord. 

THIS GOSPEL IS a simple witness to Jesus as 
the ‘‘beloved Son,’’ and shows no elements of a 
developed Christology such as that of John, where 


_Jesus is the pre-existent Word made flesh. Jesus’ 


relationship with the Father might almost seem to 
begin at this point in the light of these passages, 

But the title ‘‘beloved Son:’ implies an entirely 
unique relationship between Jesus and His Father, 
and even Mark’s matter-of-fact account is 
theologically rich. In fact the entire Trinity is for the 
first time revealed: the Son stands in the waters, the 
Father confirms his identity, and the Holy Spirit 
descends upon Jesus in the form of.a dove. 

Through baptism we have become brothers and 
sisters of the Lord, Himself the ‘‘image’’ of the God 
we cannot see. The Son mirrors the Father, thus in 
us the Father should see an image of the Son. Does 
he?

‘Bright spots amid the gloom’

NEW YORK (NC) — The past year hasn’t been 
a brilliant orfe for movies, especially American 
movies — unless you can get excited about a piece of 
juvenilia like Razders of the Lost Ark or a clone of the 
film noir of the 40s like Body Heat or an 
overburdened-with-angst try at profundity like True 
Confessions. 


And so it was with something less than wid 
enthusiasm that my colleagues and I at-the U.S. 
Catholic Conference approached our annual rite of 
picking our 10 best movies of the year. The major 
problem, we thought, would be finding 10. 


AS USUAL, HOWEVER, there turned out to be 
a lot of bright spots amid the gloom. In our 
judgment the two best pictures of the year were 
Chariots of Fire and Reds. Neithér was without its 
weaknesses, but both would have been outstanding 
even in much better years. Though very different in 
most respects, both were historical films and both 
were unabashedly romantic and idealistic. And from 
these latter two qualities came both their strengths 
and their weaknesses. 


Reds, incidentally, is one of four American films 


on the list. The others are Atlantic City, Prince of the 


City, and Superman II. The other five are The. Boat is 
Full, Gallipoli, Man of Iron, Pixote, and Stevie. 


Chartots of Fire is the story of two English sprinters, 
Eric Liddell and Harry Abrahams, who won gold 
medals in the 1924 Olympic Games. Liddell (played 

. by Ian Charleson) isa devout Scot, the son of 
missionary parents, and he runs quite literally for 
the glory of God. Abrahams (Ben Cross), a Jew, 
runs to beat the establishment at their own game or 
at least one of their own games. The story lacks a 
real confrontation between the two protagonists and 
tends to get by at times on its superb re-creation of 
an era and its stirring musical score, . but, 
nonetheless it is a tremendously inspiring and 
entertaining film. And all this with an A-I 
classification. 

_ Reds IS WARREN BEATTY’S « epic account of 
the life and radical times of journalist’ John Reed 
(played by Beatty himself) and his wife, Louise 
Bryant (Diane Keaton). Though a little too romantic 
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for its own good, Reds is the best, the most 
intelligent, and the most appealing American movie 
to come along in quite some time. 


The rest of the list follows in alphabetical order. 


Atlantic City, directed by Louis Malle from a script 
by John Guare, would hardly have made the list in a 
better year. The story of an aging gangster. (who 
never really amounted to much even in his chosen 
profession) suddenly regaining his self-respect 
through, a bizarre series of circumstances is 
noteworthy mostly for the impressive 
cinematography it brings to bear on its seedy 
Atlantic City setting and for a moving performance 
by Burt Lancaster. 


The Boat is Full, written a directed by Swiss 
filmmaker Markus Imoof, is the story of a motley 
handful of German Jews who escape to Switzerland 
only to be tragically rebuffed due to fear of Hitler, 
bureacratic callousness, and unthinking smugness. 
A remarkable film, uj and profoundly moral. 


Gallipolt, directed by Peter Weir, is an Australian 
film telling the story of the Allied debacle in the 
Dardanelles in World War I in terms of the 
friendship between two young men. A little pat and 
simplistic, but it has some good moments. 


_ Man of Iron is the courageous Polish film by Andrej 
Wajda about the struggle of the workers of the 
Gdansk shipyards with the regime, a struggle that 
culminated with the Solidarity victory in August of 
1980. (According to a story in Variety of Dec. 23, 
Wajda is now under arrest.) 

Pixote is a powerful Brazilian film by director 
Hector Babenco about a gang of street children who 
escape from a brutal reformatory in Sao Paolo and 
make their way to Rio. A film not for the squeamish, 


but one made with skill, moral indignation, and 


compassion. 

Prince of the City, directed by Sydney Lumet is the 
story of a New York narcotics detective, who 
tormented by guilt, volunteers to gather evidence for 
a federal prosecutor and so plunges himself into a 
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nightmare of moral ambiguity. Though less. 


straightforward than it should be, it is, nonetheless, 
the best American film of the year after Reds. 


Superman IT: not for the ages, of course, but 
entertaining and, except for an unfortunate dose of 
violence, good fun, thanks to a fine performance by 
Christopher Reeve as the Man of Steel. 


Stevie is an enjoyable and quite moving film, a 
triumph both for Glenda Jackson as the poet Stevie 
Smith and Mona Washbourne as her ‘‘lion aunt,”’’

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Saints 
for 
our 
time

Christians throughout history have 
searched for ways to’ make Jesus’ teach- 
ings alive and dynamic for their own 
culture and their own time. Jesus 
Challenges every age. 

St. Catherine of Sienna, a woman of 
the Middle Ages, lived a life of intense 
political and religious activity. 

St. Thomas More struggled with the 
delicate balance of family and public 
responsibilities against a complex interna- 
tional background in the court of King 
Henry VIII. 


., St-Therese of.Lisieux, in the late 19th 


ntury, was a young French woman who 
developed the gift of active contemplation 
in the midst of the ordinary tasks of daily 
living. She left as her legacy. the “little 
way”’ of Christian discipleship. 


WE CALL Catherine and Thomas and 
Theresa saints, not because they were 
miracle workers in their day, but because 
they understood the Gospel as a serious 
immediate matter, and made it effective 
in the context of the concrete details of 
their personal lives. 

What about our own time? 

Where are today’s saints? Some, of 
course, come readily to mind: Mother 
Teresa of Calcutta or the late Dorothy 


Day — women who have worked hard to’ 
-make sure that destitute people in this 


world receive care. But there are others 
too, though less well known. 


They are the people who, in families . 


and neighborhoods and parishes, express 
concern and take action to do something 
about destructive forces in the world. 
They may be people who do little things: 
eat less meat, own one car, live with fewer 
luxuries. 


THEY MAY be people whose hope in 
Jesus does not allow them to be numbed 
by the loneliness that can become part of 
life for the elderly or by the damage that 
can be inflicted on individuals and 
families by drugs. 


With a missile, ower and radiation sign painted on her face, a

Hope is reborn:in the world when men 
and women join together — make cove- 
nants — to do something for the world. 
As long as women and men are capable of 
entering into covenants of whatever kind, 
I think we will be reminded of the words 
of Jesus: ‘‘I am with you.” 

Here I think of Father Bruce Ritter who 
established a center called Covenant 
House in New York City. There he, and 
others who join him, work to save the 
lives of young people whose life situation 
has deteriorated almost to the point of 
hopelessness, often because of drugs. At 
Covenant House, young people can 
rediscover hope. 

Covenant House, you might say, is a 
life-saving center. 


WE’RE LIVING in a time of many 


shortages. A popular slogan proclaims: . 


“Running out of everything!”’ It points to 
the current precariousness of life in a 


world where the future availability of just 
about everything has been turned into a 
question mark — energy, clean water and 
air, economic stability, food. 

And, just as shortages were developing 
in important areas, the world’s potential 
for destruction was expanding. 

Against this backdrop, 20th century 
Christians try to fathom the implications 
of what it means to be a follower of Jesus 
here and now. 

I took notice recently when some peo- 
ple concerned about peace decided to 
make their belief known by joining in 
what they called the New Abolitionist 
Covenant. — 

The purpose of the covenant is to take 
action for peace in the world. The cove- 
nant was announced in Sojourner maga- 
zine last August. 


PEOPLE WHO join in the covenant 
don’t have to sign a statement or petition.

Rather, they pray for peace and they try to 
communicate, in their own environ- 
ments, about the need for peace and the 
danger of nuclear weapons. 

Basically, the covenant is a way of tak- 
ing the message of the world’s need for 
peace in the nuclear age into the 
marketplace, to community and civic 
organizations, to the media and to the 
government. 


The New Abolitionist Covenant is just 
an example of faithful and hopeful Chris- 
tian life in the face of darkness and 
despair. There could be other examples 
too, showing people who move away 
from self-centered concern to the kind of 
selfless love which is at the heart of Chris- 
tianity. 

As long as there are covenants, the 
human spirit, created in the image of 


God, can grow and flourish.

Mary’s discipleship: hearing God’s word, doing it 


The key fact about Mary, the mother of Jesus, is 
her discipleship, says Sulpician Father Raymond E. 
Brown. ‘‘The essence of what Mary means to us all 
is that she heard the word of God and did it.’’ 


*‘Jesus explains,’’ he said, ‘‘that whoever does the 
will of God is mother and brother... and sister to

*‘THIS IS AN IMPORTANT distinction,”’ the. 
Scripture scholar continued, ‘‘because in the Judaic 
tradition the people of God were those born of a 
Jewish mother — all others were outside of the 
chosen people. 


“But the radicalism of Jesus came to challenge 
this. Birth does not accomplish relationship to Him 
or His people. He is not interested in mere physical 
birth or relationship. He distinguishes natural birth 
from the relationship that comes from doing the will 
of God. This is what makes a real family for Him.”’ 


‘“‘The relationship of mother to son and son to 
mother and Mary’s role as both mother and disciple 
are reflected throughout the Gospels,’’ Father 
Brown said, ‘‘but especially in the scene in the 
temple when Jesus, as a young boy, is preaching and 
remarks to His mother that He must be about His 


Father’s business — He is not merely her son.’’ 

‘““SHE HAS FAITH,”’ Father Brown went on. 
‘*She is willing to obey His decisions and His word. 
She is disciple. Jesus brings her to the foot of the 
cross, and without naming Mary or John 
specifically, He commends them to each other with 
the words, ‘son’ and ‘mother.’ These two are typical 
of all the people Jesus loves. The language of the 
family is the language of love and peace.”’ 

“So in answer to the question, ‘Who are my 
brothers?’ Jesus’ answer ultimately is that those who 
stand at the foot of the cross and who believe in Him 
are,’’ Father Brown said.

BARETTE IS the central character in 
“The Clowns of God,’ a current best 
seller by Morris West, known to millions 
as the author of “The Shoes of the 
Fisherman.” The preceding paragraphs 
describe the scene of a vision Barette had, 
a sort of private revelation. 

West’s novel focuses on what might 
happen if a modern John the Baptist were 
to appear before a largely disbelieving 
audience. 

In the novel, the Soviet Union is con- 
fronted by a famine; her troops are ready 
for war if better-off nations do not sell her 
sufficient quantities of grain. 

The nations of the world are dividing 
into armed camps, mobilizing the troops. 


LEADERS of the major nations 
secretly are preparing contingency plans 
for making the first nuclear strike at the 
enemy. 

Individuals and families are anxious 
and untrusting, reflecting accurately the 
stress hovering over their nations. Young

Obviously, it is a scene of great world 
stress and pressure. 


Against that background, Barette — as 
a pope — takes his private revelation to 
his colleagues who react with suspicion 
and distrust, thinking that he has gone 


mad. Ultimately he is forced to resign 
from the papacy. 


THE BULK of the novel then follows 
Barette who goes out into the world as a 
private citizen, disguised as a retired 
priest. Altered irrevocably by his revela- 
tion, Barette is confident the Lord will 
give him a way to reveal his message. 

Along the way Barette enlists an 
intriguing assortment of helpers: a sculp- 
tor; a despairing politician; an old friend 
and his family. Like Christians in other 
times, Barette and his friends discover 
that the cost of discipleship includes anx- 
iety and pain and, sometimes, unex- 
pected rewards. Several surprises lie in 
store for the reader as the novel 
approaches its conclusion. 

That brief summary of West’s novel 
may make it sound rather frightening. But 
it is also thought provoking. And it is a 
novel that reflects some of the stress 
society-experiences today because of what 
a modern war could mean. 


NUCLEAR WAR is not just the con- 
cern of novelists. It is also the concern of 
many church leaders. And while not all 
church leaders agree on some specifics — 
e.g., the morality of maintaining nuclear 
weapons as a possible deterrent to war — 
they do agree that nuclear weapons exert 
a pressure On society as a whole and 
challenge the people of the church to be- 
come peacemakers. 


The U.S. Catholic bishops have 
appointed a committee to study the issues 
of war and peace and nuclear weapons. 
Their committee has already begun its 
work. 

Recently, in a report on the work of the 
bishops’ committee, its chairman, 


Archbishop Joseph Bernardin of Cincin- 
nati, said: ‘“We who believe that we are 
stewards of life and creation, not its 
masters, must use all the religious and 
moral vision we have to prevent a threat 
to what God has created, what we could 


destroy but never recreate.”

As I drove Sister Thomas back to the 


convent, I was struck by the matter-of- 
fact manner in which she described the 


way she had saved the life of an infant’ 


during birth. 

I wondered how many others she had 
saved over a lifetime in hospital work? 
How many bruised souls had come to this 
gentle woman for healing? 

My wife and I relished those Saturday 
afternoon visits where, with alittle prod- 
ding, Sister Thomas modestly would 
recall her various ‘‘apostolates,’’ as she 
would call them — surgical nurse, 
anesthesiologist, obstetrical nurse, 
classroom instructor, pastoral servant. 
Defily repeating the names of young stu- 
dent nurses from 30 years before, her ins- 
tant recall belied her 51 years as a Sister of 
Mercy. 


WE FIRST met when Sister Thomas 
was still the sacristan at St. Joseph’s Hos- 
pital. Her days as a hardworking nurse 
were memories by then, but her complete 
devotion to the spiritual wellbeing of 
others continued. She visited the sick 
daily, lighting each room with her lilting 
Irish brogue and broad Gaelic grin. 

From dawn to dusk, she gave her love 
to everyone she met — competely. She 
knew no other way. 

The day finally came, of course, when 
Sister Thomas had to relinquish her 
pastoral work, as well. Her brittle knees 
gave way after logging many hundreds of 
miles along hospital corridors: But her 
faith and love burned as strong as ever. 

She made the transition to retirement 
gracefully. It wasn’t just what she said or 
did that made such a difference to those 
who knew her. She possessed a presence, 
a certain holiness, that was infectious. 


WE DID NOT get to see Sister 
Thomas as often as we wanted, but we did 
keep in touch. We could see that time was 
beginning to put a distance between this 


‘holy woman and us. We wanted her to 
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PRESSURE burrows its way 
into life in many ways. It can affect 
an individual, a family or even all 
of society. 

But what can people do when 
they personally feel pressured? 
What will help them to manage the 
pressures they experience? 

There are some things they can 
do. That, at least, is the conviction 
of one adult educator, Dr. 
Theodore Hengesbach of Indiana 
University at South Bend, Ind. 

The key, Hengesbach thinks, is 
‘‘learning how to manage time pro- 
perly.”” In adult groups discussing 
the pressures of life in modern 
society, he recommends that peo- 
ple take these steps: 

1. Identify pressure. People 
might spend a few minutes making 
a list of pressures they face. 


2. IDENTIFY important 
values. Having identified the pres- 
sures, people might then draw up a 
list of five to 10 values that are 
important to them. The list could 
include factors such as good family 
life, adequate financial resources, 
travel, working for social justice. 

3. Distinguish between 
‘*Should’’ values. and ‘‘want”’ 
values. Sometimes people discover

that when they feel pressured it is 
because they are pursuing values 
that are important to other people, 
but not really important to them- 
selves. : 


It is usually easier to handle 
pressure, Hengesbach comments, 


if people are pursuing choices they 


have made for themselves, based 
on carefully identified values. 


SOMETIMES clear com- | 


munication with others — with a 
supervisor on the job or with family 
members — is part of the key to 
learning to manage pressure in life, 
Hengesbach says. 

He also believes it is important 
for individuals to create space be- 
tween themselves and _ stressful 
situations. He explains what he 
means this way: 

If he is working hard to finish a 
project and someone interrupts 
unexpectedly with an urgent task, 
Hengesbach takes at least a brief 
break before turning to the new 
task. 

“Drawing a deep breath, or 
counting to 10 or getting invigor- 
ated by taking a brisk walk’’ often

So we would bring her flowers — and 
she would put them in the chapel for all 
the sisters.

When we met, she always had a gift, a 
rosary, a book, something for our 
daughter. Hers was a life of self-giving, 
completely and unpretentiously, no 
strings attached. 


Eventually, we had to say goodbye for 
the last time. I stepped into her room and 
she remarked that she was praying for all 
who had been praying for her. 


I THOUGHT to myself, “‘Yes, you 
would, wouldn’t you — despite the pain, 
despite the cancer?”’ 


She explained to a friend that I was a 
‘“‘lay missionary,” and I laughed. Then, 
when we were alone, she asked me to 
hold her hands. The strength in her hands 
astonished me. As she held on, she said, 
‘‘Mike, we need more good men like 
you!” 


The words did not surprise me, coming 
from Sister Thomas. She could only see 
the goodness in those who passed her 
way. But this time, her words were 
spoken with an urgency and earnestness 


- which I had never heard before. 


Later, as I walked to my car, I thought 
to myself; “If she only knew the real me, 
all the fears and weaknesses. I’m not good 
enough.” J felt uneasy, burdened. 


It was as though she had bequeathed 
some sort of spiritual trust to my care for 


which I felt inadequate. 

What did she expect from me? What 
was I supposed to do? ° 

Yet, how could I refuse her? I had 
touched a saint.

Mark dramatizes the growing tension 
between Jesus and the religious leaders by 
telling a story in the second chapter of his 
Gospel about laws regarding the obser- 
vance of the Sabbath. 


’ The Sabbath observance was some- 
thing the Pharisees tended to be particu- 
larly sensitive about. Jesus and his disci- 
ples are walking through a field of grain 
on the Sabbath and, as they go, they pull 
off some of the heads of grain, roll them 
between their palms, and eat them. 


Some Pharisees, we are told, objected. 
They had listed 39. activities which were 
forbidden on the Sabbath, and reaping 
crops was one of them. The fact that they 
could interpret random plucking of a few 
heads of grain as reaping is an indication 
of how far the legalistic mindset can go — 
in any age. 


IF IT HAD not been the Sabbath, 
there would have been no problem. The 
law permitted casual sampling of a neigh- 
bor’s grain. In fact, reapers were expected 


to leave enough standing to satisfy the 
poor who would collect the leftovers. 

But this was the Sabbath and they 
challenged Jesus to justify the disciples’ 
actions. 


He answers in true rabbinic fashion by 
asking a question. How come even the 
ideal king David and his men broke the 
law to satisfy their hunger? They actually 
ate the dedicated loaves from the tables in 
the sanctuary of the tent, loaves reserved 
by the law to the priests. 


The case is not exactly parallel, but 
such exactitude was not required in rab- 
binic argumentation. In David’s case it 
was not the Sabbath’s rules that were 
broken. But the principle was the same: 


POSITIVE LAW must give way to a 
higher law, in this case human need. 

At this point the Pharisees’ objection 
had been answered satisfactorily. But 
Mark added two final sayings. 

The first saying is simply a statement of 
the principle embodied in the answer: 
“The Sabbath was made for man, not 
man for the Sabbath.” The original intent 
of the Sabbath rest had been quite

humanitarian: to ensure that workers had 
one day of relaxation a week. é 
Unfortunately the legalists had forgot- 
ten this. But even so, the rabbis recog- 
nized the validity of Jesus’ principle and 
actually used it themselves in this form: 
‘The Sabbath is delivered unto you and 
you are not delivered to the Sabbath.” 


THE FINAL saying is much more to 
Mark’s immediate point, and. that is the 
superiority of Jesus to the law. ‘‘That is 
why the Son of Man is Lord even of the 
Sabbath.” 

It is no longer a question of a specific 
law yielding to human need, but of the 


Sabbath itself yielding to the authority of . 


Jesus. This is what infuriated his advers- 
aries. 

Who was he to place himself above 
Moses? Here is where the conflict really 
lay. 

This lesson seems to have been of 
some importance to the early Christians. 
By what right had they changed the Sab- 
bath from Saturday to Sunday? Here was 
the answer. It was by the authority of the

they chided Jesus. 

But Jesus kept looking around the 


crowd and asking, “Who touched my ~~ 


clothing?” 

She began to tremble. ‘‘Maybe he’s 
angry,”’ she thought. “‘Maybe he knows 
that I’m a sinful woman.”’ She knew 
Jesus was looking for her. For a moment 
she squeezed behind a large man, so 
Jesus wouldn’t notice her. “‘He has made 
me well,” she thought to herself. “‘Why 
should I fear him?” 

She pushed her way up to where Jesus 
was Standing. She fell on the ground in 
front of him. ‘‘I am the one who touched 
your cloak,’ she admitted.

NAMED TO head the Archdiocese 
of Louisville, Ky., on Dec. 29, the 
new Archbishop Kelly reflected on the 
American Church and the work and 
direction of the NCCB-USCC. 


“I look at the last five years in 
terms of growth. The staff had to be 
reduced in size, but there’s been a 
deepening in potential for service to 
the Church, a deeper awareness of 
what we can do...”’ 


“On an issue like disarmament, for 
example, it was a great challenge for 
the bishops to decide to issue a 
pastoral letter on that. It took great 
courage to announce that we were 
going to do it, that we have the know- 
how (to analyze and address the issues 
involved), that we can _ teach 
collegially on an issue like that.’’ 


ON THE IMPORTANCE of the 
government liaison aspect of the 
Conference’s work: ‘‘This has always 
been a feature of the Conference. The 
reason we’re here, one of the main 
reasons we’re here (in Washington) is 
to address Congress on national 
issues. ; sehr 

“Tt’s not lobbying. We’re giving 
the Church’s view, but not lobbying. 
For example, we’re frequently asked 
(by congressional 
staffs) how a particular piece of 


legislation will impact on the local — 


- churches,’’ and the Conference 
responds by gathering information 
and presenting it to Congress. 


Archbishop Kelly described the 
Conference’s government liaison 
office as an important and effective 
voice for the Church in public affairs. 


ASKED ABOUT an apparent 

_ growth in trust and dialogue between 

the U.S. Church and the Holy See in 

recent years, Archbishop Kelly said, 

“‘T really congratulate the Holy See o on 
that.” 


He noted that bishops’ conferences 
have been in existence around the 
world for only about 15 years, 
following the mandates of the Second 
Vatican Council, and said that now 
“‘the Holy See has really begun to 
work very well with them.”’ 


The archbishop, who has 
accompanied three NCCB presidents 


implementing 


committees or 


on their semi-annual visits to Rome to 
discuss U.S. Church business with 
the pope and various Vatican 
officials, said that in his experience 
the exchanges have always been well 
prepared and effective on both sides. 


When Archbishop Kelly was asked 
how he felt about his appointment to 
the Louisville archdiocese after 
spending years in administrative 
posts, his whole face broke into a 
happy smile. 


“Y’m_ delighted, I’m _ absolutely 
delighted,’’ he said. “‘To be a 
diocesan bishop is wonderful. 


“SIN ANY PRIEST’S heart, you 
want to work with people, to be in 
their midst, for them. I certainly 
haven’t had that opportunity in 
Washington, though it’s been a good 
experience here.”’ 


Would he bring any special quality 
to his new ministry by being a 
Religious and a member of the 
Dominican order? ‘‘As a Dominican, 
I’m devoted to preaching the word of 
God, and I look forward to doing that 
on a big scale. 


““My Dominican life has had a 
great impact on me personally, more 
than anything else in my life. My life 
of prayer, my ministry are inexorably 
tied to my vocation as a Dominican. 
Everything I am I owe to them.”’ 


“*FOR ME THE top priority is the 
priests,’ he said. ‘‘There is no 
ministry without them. I want to be 
with the priests and the people and 
find out the needs, and with the 
priests and the people address those 
needs.”’ 


He also stressed the need for 
evangelization and said that in recent 
years in the U.S. Catholic community 
“‘there has been a great rise in 
consciousness about that...In the 
context of pro-life and poverty 
questions, many of us have become 
more aware of the need to share our 
experience of faith, to bring it to other 
people. ° 


“‘Proselytizing is not the right word 
— evangelization is. 

“‘TO EXPERIENCE the Gospel 
and the word of God is the greatest 
challenge of any Christian.’’ 
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bishops held after the council, he 
received the largest number of votes 
in the election. for the synod’s 
doctrinal commission, and Pope Paul 
named him chairman of the 
commission. 


One close associate said of Cardinal 
Seper: ‘‘I have rarely met so humble a 
man, rarely so simple a man, rarely so 
honest a man.”’ 


DURING HIS tenure as prefect of 
the doctrinal congregation, the 
congregation censured Father Kung, 
the controversial Swiss-born 
theologian, saying he could no longer 
teach as a Catholic theologian; 
restated the Church’s traditional 
teaching on sexual ethics; investigated 
the work of the Dominican 
theologian, Father Edward 
Schillebeeckx; and was involved in 
the effort to reconcile Archbishop 
Lefebvre, who had been suspended 
from his ministry by Pope Paul, with 
the Vatican. 


During World War II, Father 


‘Seper provided shelter, money and 


railroad fares for hundreds of Jews 
and other refugees from Germany 
and other Nazi-occupied countries. 


These and other activities brought 
Father Seper into disfavor with the 
collaborationist Yugoslavian regime 
of Ustashi leader Ante Pavelic. One of 
Father Seper’s projects was to arrange 
a series of lectures at the seminary 
which examined and_ sharply 
condemned the racial theories of the 
Nazis and the Ustashi. 


When the postwar Communist 
regime imprisoned Archbishop 
Stepinac in 1946 on charges of 


treason, Father Seper arranged for a 
lawyer to defend the archbishop and 
put himself forward as a witness for 
the defense. 


FATHER SEPER later became 
pastor of the working-class parish of 
Christ the King in Zagreb. Arrested 
by Communist authorities on charges 
of violating the country’s laws on 


* religion, he served a short term on a 


work gang repairing streets. He later 
laughed off this experience as an 
‘“‘administrative error.”’ 


As archbishop of Zagreb, he 
established a number of new parishes. 
He set up a course for nuns to prepare 
them — because of a shortage of 
priests — for parish administration 
and other work ordinarily done by 
clergy. He also actively fostered 
liturgical renewal and was a strong 
proponent of the use of the vernacular 
in the liturgy. 


He was a member of the theological 
commission preparing for the Second 
Vatican Council. 


POPE JOHN PAUL praised ‘‘the 
rich human gifts of the deceased,”’’ his 
“unconditional fidelity to the Holy 
See’’ and his efforts to ‘‘safeguard 
and promote the faith in the exercise 
of the important office entrusted to 
him by my predecessors and 
confirmed by me.’’ 

With the death of Cardinal Seper, 
membership in the College of 
Cardinals fell to 124 and the number 
of cardinals eligible to participate in a 
papal election dropped to 109. 

Under rules established by Pope 
Paul VI, there is a limit of 120 
cardinal-electors, but no limit on the 


-number of cardinals over 80 who are 


not eligible to vote. Unless he changes 
these rules, Pope John Paul can now 
name a maximum of 11 new 
cardinals, some of whom are expected 
to be named fairly soon; several 
Americans are among. the 
possibilities.

‘Even though we are aware of an

Huge postal increase hits religious press

WASHINGTON (NC) — Catholic editors will 
greet the new year facing up to 175 percent increases 
in postal costs. 
The rates for Catholic newspapers and magazines 
and other non-profit publications are scheduled to 
go up Jan. 10, with the biggest amount coming in 


out-of-county mail costs. The Postal Service’s board. 


of governors raised the rates, as it is mandated to do, 
when the support built into the rate structure by 
congressional action earlier this year was dropped 
from a final budget resolution approved by President 
Reagan. 

‘LAST SPRING, UNDER Reagan 
administration budget proposals, it looked as if the 
rates would increase by up to 100 percent under a 
plan to phase in immediately increases which had 
been slated to be added step by step by 1987. 


But Congress intervened in its budget package, 
temporarily reprieving the non-profit press from the 
full burden of escalating rates. 


Now, however, more budget cutting has ended 


- the reprieve. In-county rates will increase to the level 


they had not been scheduled to hit until 1984 and 
out-of-courity rates will go up to the 1987 level. 
THE BIGGEST SHARE of the increase is in the 
per-piece charge on each item of mail on top of the 
pound rates for mailing. Magazines, which 


generally have little in-county circulation to lessen 
temporarily the impact of higher rates, will be very 
seriously affected: 


Editors are thus once again faced with the 
prospect of raising subscriptions or using other 
means to increase their revenue to help meet the 
costs. They can also offset a part of the costs by 
presorting much of their own outgoing mail, but 
even presorted mail will cost more. 


Overall, Catholic newspapers face increased mail 
costs of 50-175 percent, or 50 cents to $2 per 
subscription, said Dick Banules, business manager 
of the National Catholic News Service. Catholic 
newspapers should consider subscription increases 
coupled with good promotion and efforts to increase 
circulation, he suggested. 

MAGAZINE EDITORS ALSO are worried, 
said Redemptorist Father Norman Muckerman, 
editor of Liguorian magazine and president of the 
Catholic Press Association. 

‘‘This is devastating but we’re going to have to 
face it and conquer it. We’re not going to quit,’’he 
said. 


Father Muckerman and John Meyer, general 
manager of Liguorian Publications, expect their 
mail costs to go up from about $375,000 to about 
$650,000 in 1982. They anticipate a 125 percent 
increase in the new mail rates. 


Priests jailed in Brazilian land dispute 


BELEM, Brazil (NC) — Fathers Aristides Camio 
and Francois Gourion of the Paris Foreign Mission 
Society were indicted by military authorities on 
charges of inciting violence and attempted homicide. 


The charges stem from a land dispute at Sao 
Geraldo do Araguaia in the northern Brazilian state 
of Para.” 


_INDICTED WITH THEM under a national 
security law were 13 peasants who had staked claims 
to the parcels of land they cultivated as squatters, 
people who illegally occupy unused land. 

After the indictment government officials sent the 
missionaries from the capital of Brasilia, where they 
had been detained since September, to Belem to face 
the charges. 


The Conference of Brazilian Bishops (CBB) 
appointed lawyers to defend the priests, and the 
Justice and Peace Commission of the Sao Paulo 
Archdiocese began legal preparations for their trial, 
to be held early this year. 


BISHOP PATRICIO JOSE Hanrahan of 
Conceicao do Araguaia visited the group several 
times in their cells and defended them against the 
charges. 


Auxiliary Bishop Luciano Mendes Almeida of Sao 
Paulo, secretary of the bishops’ conference, said that 
the government broke a promise by failing to notify 
the conference of the transfer of the priests to Belem. 


‘‘We hope there will be some relaxation of jail 
conditions during this preventive incarceration, 
which might be legal but which we find totally 
unjustified,’’ he added. 


DEFENSE LAWYER EGYDIO Sales filed a 
petition for the group’s release on bail. 

Military prosecutors based their charges on 
documents they claim were found in the priests’ 
possession, including a report of a meeting with five. 
other priests of the Paris Foreign Mission Society, 
and a pastoral program of the Conceicao diocese 


_ that deals with social and economic conditions. 


Police investigators said the two French 
missionaries had been involved in land disputes and 
illegal land occupations since August 1980, 
including one that led to the killing of an overseer 
and the ambush by the 13 squatters in August this 
year in which five policemen were wounded. The 
police had come to eject the squatters. 


POLICE SAID THEIR investigation showed 
that the priests were preaching to the peasants that 
as the Hebrew people were oppressed by the 
Romans, today in Brazil landowners were 
oppressing landless peasants with the aid of 


-multinational corporations and the armed forces. 
The police report warned that the basic Christian . 


communities, small groups of worshippers who 


reflect on the Bible and its relation to their concrete 
socio-political life, allowed the Church to mingle in 
politics, cooperatives and trade unions under the 
slogan of ‘‘liberation of the poor.”’ + 


It also said the two priests wrote a paper asserting 
that in cofronting the abuses of capitalism, ‘“‘our 
Ghristian conscience prompts us to seek a socialist 
option.”’ 

The two priests arrived in Brazil in 1977 after 
working in Laos, from which its communist 
government deported them for voicing dissent 
against its policies, according to another French 
missionary, Father Pedro Urkia, vicar of 
Umvarama in Parana state. | 

‘“*THEY WERE EXPELLED as 
anti-communists,’’ Father Urkia said. 

In October the pastoral committee of the CBB 
said that while the Church condemns violence, ‘‘it.
